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The Result of Political Passion. 


GUITEAU, the fellow who shot Presi- 
dent GARFIELD, belongs no doubt to 
that class of the dominant party whose 
whole aim and object is the possession 
of office and the spoils incident thereto. 
Because he failed in getting what he 
asked for, he wickedly and cruelly as- 
saulted the President, though it is 
quite probable that the President never 
saw or heard of his application. Most 
likely it was pigeon-holed in one of the 
departments without ever having met 
the gaze of Mr. GARFIELD. 

But the transaction shows the depths 
of wickedness to which this class of 
people will descend in order to accom- 
plish their purposes or attain their re- 
venges, They will not stop at either 
bloodshed or murder, but coolly take 
human life whenever they deem it ne- 
cessary to the accomplishment of their 
objects.

Bravvorr, Harrison CO., laa 
July 5th, 1881. 
Mr. FıxpreyY S. Cornrns—Dear Sir: I have 
received’ yours of the 4th instant, and thank 
you for the kina expressions it contains. The 
evil influences to which you refer as causing 
the bitterness felt toward Southern men it 
may fairly be expected will give way to the 
sober sense of the people if they shall, like 
yourself, detect the sordid motive for whieh 
the stimulants are administered. I will not, 
as the telegram you cite in regard to the at- 
tempted assassination of the President, say I 
am thankful that the assassin was not a South- 
erm man; but I will say I regret that he is 
an American. A crime, black enough in itself 
has a deeper dye from the mercenary motive 
which seems to have prompted it. I sincere- 
Jy trust the President may recover, and that 
the startling event will arouse the people to 
the considreation of a remedy for the demor- 
alization which a wild hunt after office is cre- 
ating. With the best wishes for your welfare,

Where is the Republican bitter and 
unreasonable though he may be, who 
will not feel kindlier and better toward 
Mr. Davis for his expression of the 
above sentiments. They are the sen- 
timents of a man, a soldier, and a states-

The Gift to the President’s Wife. 


Presidents, remarks the Lancaster 
Intelligencer, ought not to take presents 
nor should presidents’ wives. It is 
creditable to the hearts of those who 
are now subscribinga fund for Mrs. 
GARFIELD, but it would be more credit- 
able to their heads if they forebore. 
Should the President die his widow 


will be taken care of by the nation, | 


and she may then properly receive all 
the gifts any of its citizens may choose 
to bestow upon her. Now we doubt 
the propriety of their being received or 
offered. United States officers are for- 
bidden by law to receive gifts from for- 
eign states. The only reason for the 
inhibition is that such gifts may some 
time be offered in the way ofa bribe, 
It can hardly be disputed that an of- 
ficer should refuse gifts bestowed upon 
him as an officer; and that his wife 
should not bea medium of giving to 
him what he may not receive himself, 
The wealthy gentlemen who have 
started the subscription list for Mrs. 
GARFIELD doubtless want no presiden- 
tial favor and areinspired to make 
their gift solely by their feelings of 
sympathy and benevolence. But their 
good motives do no necessarialy make 
their act good. : 

There is such a thing as establish- 
inga bad precedent with a good act. 
If Mrs. GARFIELD may take a gift from 
rich men, not likely to be applicants 
for her husband’s favor, she may not 
be fortunate enough to refuse them 
always from others who make them 
with a secret hope thereby to buy con- 
sideration ; and there is one man at 
least on the list of the donors of this 
present gift whose benefactions presi- 


dents’ wives are taught to be wary of. 


dent Grant with a share of a gold spec- 
ulation to his wife and brother-in-law, 
has been shown to bea Greek whose 
gifts are always to be suspected. With 
his many millions now he may need 
no more to use his ancient devices, but 
nevertheles he is not the man for a 
president’s wife to feel inclined to be 
judebied to; and there are others in 
the New York millionaire list whose 
millions have come to them too grace- 
lessly to make their gifts altogether 
weldome toa susceptible person even 
though she was not a president’s wife. 
It cannot be altogether agreeable to be 
the receiver of stolen moneys. 

And it certainly is not pleasant to 
receive gifts from strangers. No one 
thinks it right to do it in private life. 
Why then should it be good form for 
a president’s wife to take a present 
from private citizens? We have al- 
ready given a very substantial reason 


-why she should not, in that she may” 


thus possibly expose her husband to 
misconstruction, or embarrass him in 
dealing with applicants for presiden- 
tial favors. Ferhaps this is the only 
good reason, since it may be forcibly 
said that the citizens of the nation are 
not strangers to’ the wife of its presi- 
dent, aud that no feeling of delicacy 
need stand in the way of her accepting 
gifts bestowed upon her in recognition 
of the services or sufferings of the 
President. Conceding this, nothing 
would exist to cause Mrs. GARFIELD 
to hesitate to accept the gift proposed 
for her should she be widowed by the 
disaster which has prompted it. But 
even then would it not be more grate- 
ful to her to receive the people's offer- 
ing atthe hands of Congress? We 
consider the proposed subscription ill- 
judged, having entire confidence that 
in case the President should die the 
nation’s representatives are the fittest 
persons to take care of his widow and 
that they will do it with a liberality 
that will be entirely worthy of our 
great country. Popular subscriptions 
for objects of national aid are unneces- 
sary at all times; and this one is in 
addition of doubtful propriety. 


Was it Prophetic ? 


On the 30th of May last a corre- 
spondent of the Philadelphia Times, 
signing himself “An Humble Citizen,” 
thus wrote to that paper : 

‘‘Has modern history many examples 
“on record of public men who have 
“shown such thorough disregard for 
“decency and honor as Vice President 
“Arthur? By virtue of his position he

In view of what occurred in Wash- 
ington on Saturday, the 2st instant, 
the above reads like a prophecy. It 
was written on the 30th day of May 
last, and was but little noticed at that 
time; since, however, it has been 
widely read aud commented on. The 
Vice President since the attempted as- 
sassination, has found himself in ex- 
actly the “bad position” apprehended 
by the correspondent, that of a “suspec- 
ted criminal.” Most likely he had 
nothing whatever to do with it person- 
ally, but the country has looked at 
him suspiciously, and had the Presi- 
dent died the pressure might have 
compelled the Vice President’s resigna- 
tion.

“Davis Hadn’t the Courage.” 


From an Interview With Robert Toombs. 


“I was the Secretary of State and. as 
such was endeavoring to secure recogni- 
tion by foreign powers, and: it was I 
that sent Yancey to Europe for. that 
purpose. Both France and England 
were ready to recognize us, but they 
objected to slavery. I replied that sla- 
very should not stand in the way of our 
recognition. I then demanded the right 
to issue a proclamation freeing every 
slave by the stroke of the pen, as it was 
finally done. Davis and the Cabinet 
neither had the sense nor nerve to take 
such a course. It would have made 


the success of our cause as certain as the 


sun will rise on another day. Davis 
hadn’t the courage. The proclamation 
could have been for gradual emancipa- 
tion and then repudiated, as Washing- 
ton did the neutrality treaty, if necessa- 
ry. We had plenty of precedents for 
such .action. I would have taken the 
responsibility, and ought, as Secretary 
of State, to have been allowed to, but 
Davis wasn’t a diplomatist, neither was 
he a statesman nor a soldier. There are 
many queer things about the confedera- 
cy which have never been told. These 
so-called histories don’t toueh the bone, 
One of these days I may conclude to 
write the interesting facts. No, not p 
but I will leave the faets and docu- 
ments for some one to write after I am 
gone. 

In 1855 I had talked over this ques- 
tion of the abolition of slavery with 
Napoleon III. and with Gladstone and 
Palmerston. I foresaw the war then, 
and was preparing forit. Both Napo- 
leon and the English government would 


have recognized us in a moment but 


for slavery, and I knew it, but Davis 
stood in my way of meeting the objec- 
tions of the foreign powers as expressed 
to me, therefore I resigned. I knew 
that our success depended upon such 
recognition. When I went to Europe 
after the war I was more than ever 
confirmed in the wisdom of the policy I 
would have adopted. Yes, we hada 
queer government. I remember one 
day a secret agent of the English gov- 
ornment stepped up to me and said : 

“Mr. Secretary, where will I find the 
State Department ?” 

“In my hat, sir, and the archives in 
my coat pocket.” And that was true, 
too. We were doing business at this 
time on a very small scale, and it natu- 
rally seemed strange to the representa- 
tives of a great government that wehad 
no pretentious building for our depart- 
ments.’’ 

“What do you think of Mr. Davis’ 
discussion of the constitutional rights of 
the States ?” 

“I donot care anything about Mr. 
Davis’ discussions. What earthly sense 
is therein discussing questions that are 
the natural outgrowth of our form of 
goverment after the war has destroyed 
them? It is the sheerest nonsense, 
and will have no earthly effect upon 
any section of the country. Mr. Davis’s 
book may be bought or read, eitber. 
from a desire to do a charitable thing 
for the author or out of curiosity.” 


—Caicaco, July 12.—Griscom closed 
his fast of forty-five days to-day at 
noon, when he sat down to a well filled 
table and ate heartily.

HUNTING A BRIGAND. 


The Endof a Western Highwaymaws Wild Ca- 
reer. 


A Thrilling Story of Frontier Life. 


Denver, CoL., June 5.—No event 
in Colorado since the ‘uprising of the 
Utes at the White River Agency, in 
1879, and the Meeker massacre, has 
created so much excitement as the cap- 
‘ture and lynching of Billy Leroy, the 
dashing highwayman and prince of 
road agents, at Del Norte, one week 
azo last Sunday night. This stage rob- 
ber wascaptured and lynched, togeth- 
er with his brother, as briefly sketched 
by telegraph ; but the details of the just 
expiation have only reached this city. 

The capture was effected on the Sab- 
bath day, shortly before the sun was 
lost to sight behind the snowy peaks of 
the Great Second Range. LeRoy was 
painfully wounded in the left leg, and 
on reaching the rude jail in Del Norte, 
had almost* bled to death. A physi- 
cian was summoned, the wound dress- 
ed, and at 10.o0’clock Billy was as 
‘‘oame’’ as though on the road with a 
band at his back. He made ro confes- 
Sion, as was at first reported, but offer- 
èd to wager the Sheriff a basket of 
Mumm that he would be out of the 
“quay,” as he termed the jail, and 
throught the Saquach Pass, before the 
U.S. Marshal could arrive from Den- 
ver. His brother on the contrary, 
seemed to be in depressed spirits. Five 
special deputy sheriffs. were sworn in 
and appointed guards to the bandit 
king, and were locked upin the jail— 
tanged around his cell in order toguard 
against any possibility of escape. The 
Sheriff retired, and a few minutes past 
midnight a scene occured which was 
not down in the bills. 

The first rumors of LeRoy’s capture 
had spread through the camp like wild- 
fire, and the miners quickly concluded 
that they would put one desperado out 
of the way before the mountain robbers 
could come tothe rescue. A meeting 
was called in the principal saloon, and 
before midnight “Judge Lynch” had 
ordered the death of Billy LeRoy. The 
Vigilantes numbered over one hundred 
of the best citizens and miners in the 
region of Del Norte. They went down 
to the jail in a body, overpowered the 
guards, and going to LeRoy’s cell the 
leader said : 

“Billy, you’re sent for.” 

LeRoy was lying on one elbow in his 
cell, and with his customary bravado, 
replied : , 

‘Really, I feel quite proud of this 
ovation, but, owing to the lateness of 
the hour, etc., I must decline.” ; 

The door was quickly unlocked, and 
the captive, realizing that a climax 
équally as lawless as his life was at 
hand, said: 

“Don’t be in a hurry, gentleman, for 
the more haste the Jess speed, and too 
many cocks spoil the broth.” 

He stood up while the already pre- 
pared noose was thrown over his head, 
and looking duwn at the coil of sea 
grass remarked that it was not finer 
than silk. 

While the robber chief walked out of 
his cell with the blood gushing afresh 
from his wounded limb, his- brother 
was so overcome by the situation that 
he was as helpless as an infant, and 
members of the vigilance committee 
were obliged to carry him forth.

Strong bands laid hold of the wagon, 
it was drawn forward a few feet, and 
two bodies were dangling in the air. 

A few minutes later a man called at 
Coroner Holland’s residence, and, 
summoning that official to the window, 
cried out: 

«Coroner, there are two stiffs for you 
down here.in a tree where this street 
strikes the river, and here are the keys 
to the jail that I bave just found in the 
street.” 

The keys were deftly thrown through 
the window, and when Coroner Hol- 
land visited the clump of trees indica- 
ted, he found the lifeless bodies of Billy 
LeRoy and his brother. 

The exploits of the late Billy LeRoy 
would filla volume. His real name 
was Arthur Pond; he was 23 years of 
ace and a native of Iowa. In personal 
appearance he was strikingly handsome. 
He was only five feet three inches in 
height, and his face was as pretty as a 
woman’s. He hada feminine cast of 
countenance, and one of his favorite 
disguises was female attire. Bo success- 
ful was he in this role that about a year 
ago, when closely pressed by detectives, 
he went to Leadville, donned the dress 
ofa woman and a blonde wig, and put 
in several weeks as waiter girl ina con- 
cert saloon. He was as strong as a 
Hercules, and was counted one of the 
best pistol shots in the West. Being 
well educated, shrewd and intrepid, he 
appeared in Colorado in 1878, and 
quickly became the leader of a band of 
outlaws and desperadoes, who stopped 
stage-coaches and emigrant trains for a 
livelihood. Leadville was then the 
centre attraction as a mining camp, 
and LeRoy finding a lair in a canyon 
on the head-waters of the Arkansas riv- 
er, five miles away, became a plagne to 
the Muskinto and Western Pass trails, 
and haunted the High Line and Malta 
roads.. He would descend on a stage- 
coach when least expected, fire a few 
shots of intimidation, cause the passen- 
gers to dismount, elevate their hands 
above their heads,and then cooly relieve 
them of all money and valuables. Next 
in order came the rifling of the express, 
or treasure box of the coach and the 
inspection of registered letters contain- 
|ed in the mail bags. Then he would 

permit the coach to go its way. 

Le Roy was never outwitted but once, 
and on that occasion your correspon- 
dent was present. It was in Novem- 
ber, 1879, and the scene was at the 
Western Pass Road, near Rocky 
Ranch, nine miles below Leadville. In 
the coach, apart from The Star man, 
were seven gentlemen and one lady. At 
intervals during the day, road agents 
bad been the topic of discussion, and 
the lady had passed the remark that all 
the money she possessed was tucked 
safely away in her left overshoe. Cur- 
ley Heoker was driving, and it looked 
as though the journey would be made 
in safety, when the stage stopped, and 
Curley cried down through the boot: 

“Hor heaven’s sake, keep quiet, and 
don’t shoot P? 

The next moment there came a word 
of command, and a murderous looking 
revolver, at full cock, appeared at one 
of the windows.

He received 
his sentence coolly, danced a jig in the 
prisoner’s dock, and jocosely remarked 
that at the expiration of his sentence

ver with Le Roy, en route for Detroit. 
They went by the way of the Kansas 
Pacific Railway,and on the train was 
Le Roy’s sweetheart and one of the 
members of his band, who had pur- 
chased tickets to Kansas City, and were 
traveling together as man and wife, 
During the night, when the marshal 
was in the toilet room and all in. the 
car were sleeping, colleague and sweet- 
heart took off Le Roy’s handcuffs, has- 
tily dressed him in a suit of women’s 
clothes and he took the seat lately occu- 
pied by the woman, she going to anoth- 
er quarter of the car. Then the col- 
league raised the hue and cry that the 
prisoner kad escaped. The train was 
nearing Hays City, Kansas, and at that 
point she descended from the car, while 
Le Roy and his man went on to Kansas 
City. Le Roy was next heard from 
near Del Norte, robbing stages, and his 
capture and lynching quickly followed. 
The woman he so madly loved resides 
in Del Norte, and probably it was 
his infatuation for her which caused 
him to haunt that vicinity, and which 
led to bis shocking death. During Bil- 
ly Le Roy’s border life he committed 
no less than eight known murders, and 
these atrocious deeds may form the ba- 
sis for another letter.

Damascus is the oldest city in the 
world. Tyre and Sidon have crumbled 
on the shore; Baalbec is aruin; Pal- 
myra is buried in the desert; Nineveh 
and Babylon have disappeared from the 
Tigris and the Euphrates. Damascus 
remains what it was before the days of 
Abraham—a centre of trade and‘travel

the brightness of the sun; the street 
which is called Strait, in which it said 
“he prayed,” still runs through the city.

NA RATA DAER TE TM SEA. 


A Terrible Deed—Attempt to Assassi- 
nate President Garfield. 


Not having issued a paper last week 
the WarcHMAN is consequently some- 
what late with the news of the attemp- 
ted assassination of President GAR- 
FIELD at Washington, on Saturday 
morning, the 2nd instant. This sad 
event took place in the depot of the 
Baltimore and Potomac railroad office, 
just before the President was about to 
enter a car for a tripto New England. 
He was shot twice—once in the arm 
orshoulder and once near the kidneys, 
the latter bullet still remaining in the 
intestines somewhere, in spite of all 
the efforts of the physicians to extract 
it. In fact the exact location of tie 
ball has not yet been discovered, nor 
is it likely that it ever will be. Im- 
ñediately after the shooting, the Pres- 
ident was conveyed to the White 
House, and the best medical skill in 
the country was summoned to his as- 
sistance. For several days it was 
thought he could not recover and tele- 
gram after. telegram was sent out an- 
nouncing his condition and expressing 
but little hope of life. By and by, 
however, he rallied, and, after the ar- 
vival of his wife from Long Branch, 
began to get better. At this writing 
he is still living, and although not en 
tirely out of danger, it is now believed 
that his recovery is merely a question 
of time. When the news of the terri- 
ble event firat flashed over the country 
there was one universal burst of hor- 
yor and indignation all over the land. 
All parties united in condemnation of 
the act and demanded the severest pen- 
alty of the law upon the miserable 
wretch who had thus sought to de- 
stroy the life of the lawful chief mag- 
istrate of the Republic. 

The name of the would-be-assassin is 
CHARLES J. Giteat, who seems to 
have been a resident of Freeport, Illi- 
nois.

Attempt to Kill President Jackson 


The shooting of Garfield recalls both 
the assassination of Lincoln sixteen 
years ago, and the attempt to kill Presi- 
dent Jackson in 1835. All three cases 
were similar in many respects. Booth 
was an erratic feliow, like Guiteau. But 
that and the present case are fresh in 
the memory, and we produce the at- 
tempted assassination of General Jack- 
son, many having forgotten the partic- 
ulars of the occurrence : 


President Jackson and his Cabinet 
were present in the Capitol with official 
formality on January 3d, 1835, to join 
both houses of Congress and a numerous 
body of citizens in ceremonies held in 
honor of a deceased member of the 
House from South Carolina. The usual 
ceremonies had been concluded, and the 
President, accompanied by Messrs. 
Woodbury and D'cxson, had crossed the 
great rotunda and were about to step 
out On the portico when a man emerged 
from the crowd and advanced toward 
the President. When within eight feet 
of him he drew a pistol, and aiming at 
the Presideat pulled the trigger before 
he was aware of the man’s intention. 
By a miracie, apparently, the exp missed 
fire, when the man drew another pistol 
and attempted to fire it. A second time 
the cup missed fire, and Jackson rusked 
at his assailant and disarmed him. The 
man was at once secured and he gave 
his name as Lawrence. He conducted 
himself with the same cool indifference 
that has marked Guiteau’s behavior 
since his arrest, and gave much the 


same excuses, saying he was deprived of | 


his employment, and felt it incumbent 
on him to put the President out of the 
way by assassination, as he regarded 
the President as the cause of his own 
troubles ard the couotry’s political en- 
tanglements. The man was taken to

Letter From Oregon. 


LAFAYETTE, OR., June 21, 1881. 

Drar Watcuman :—' hanks for the papers 
you sent me; such a delightful treat, bringing 
news from home and old tamiliar associa- 
tions. The Waicuman received many com- 
ments from my friends here. June 15th the 
Pioneers of Oregon held their “annual pic- 
nic,” in Yamhill county, it being their 9th 
reunign and four thousand people were pres- 
ent. It was truly a “genuine feast of reason 
and flow of soul,” a regular hand shaking and 
congratulating of old and tried friends, who 
had crossed the plains together. The proces- 
sion of Pioneers assembled under their re- 
pective banners, dating from the year 1840, 
down to 63, and marched through the’ prin- 
cipai streets of McMinnville, led by a band of 
martial music. It was a sublime scene, to 
behold the hoary headed pioneers, who had 
braved the long and dangerous journey to 
the “far west,” some aged 73 years, and who 
yet marched with a firm and determlned 
step. Many were there who aided in the es- 
tablishment of the provincial government of 
Oregon, who wrested a pretended right from 
the powers of Great Britain. There was a 
shert address by the Pres., Mr. Crawford, 
sugject, “Emigration of 1842.” The annual 
address by W. ©. Johnson, was instructive 
and full of incidents peculiar to the time of 
the early settlers. It was really affecting to 
hear them tell of the privations and trials 
they met, in the Indian wars, &e. 

I find them a whole souled, genial, and be- 
nevolent class of people, comparing favora- 
bly in intelligence with those of some older 
states, and even surpassing them in natural 
tact and energy. I think this association 
will continue, becoming more important every 
year, from the fact that it proves such an en- 
joyable holiday for all. Oregon is remarka- 
ble for its picturesque scenery and lovely 
forests-groves, for pic-nies, &c. The tall eyer- 
green firs, perfectly straight, and of such 
uniform height, growing so thick and com- 
pact that the sunlight cannot penetrate their 
branches, and the ground quite smooth and 
level. Different denominations hold camp- 
meetings in them during May and June. 
Hurricanesfand ‘tornadoes are unknown. I 
have never witnessed a thunder storm on 
this coast. 

The rainy season being about over, many 
take their families to the mountains fishing, 
camping out for several days. The salmon 
come up from the ocean into the streams of 
the coast range, and the mountain trout are 
fine and very palatable. 

My cousin Mr. P. P. Gates, of Lafayette, has 
gone on another “hunt,” with a party of 
nimrods. who, like himself, love the moun- 
tains, and are looking for Elk; which are 
plentiful in the coast and cascade ranges. He 
visited my school recently, looking well,after 
his invigorating tour of ten days in the moun- 
tains. Daniel Boone like, reporting the spoils 
of the chase, five deer and a bear. I antici- 
pate a pleasant trip to the sea shore before 
long, and promise youa long lettter on my 
return.

The Democratic voters of Centre county 
will meet at the regular place of holding the 
general election for their districts, on 

SATURDAY, AUGUST 6, 1881, 
to elect delegates to the Democratic County 
Convention. The election will open at two 
o’cloeck p m., and close at six p. m. 

The Delegates chosen at the above time 
will meetin the Court House, at Bellefonte 
on Tuesday, the 9th day of August, at two 
o’clock p. m., to nominate two candidates for 
Associate Judge; one candidate for Sheriff; 


one candidate for Prothonotary; one candi- 
date for Treasurer; one candidate for Register; 
one candidate for Recorder; two candidates 
for County Commissioner ; two candidates for 
Auditor ; and to transact such other business 
as the interest of the party may require. 

The number of delegates to which each dis- 
trict is entittled is as follows: 
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The delegate elections must be conducted 
strictly in accordance with the following 
rules ; 

1. The Democratic County Convention of 
Centre county shall be composed of one dele- 
gate for every fifty Democratie votes pollled 
at the Presidential or Gubernatorial election 
next preceding the convention. The allot- 
ment of delegates to the several election dis 
tricts in the county shall be made by the 
Standing Committee of the county at its first 
meeting in every alternate year succeeding 
the Presidential and Gubernatorial elections 
and shall bein proportion to the Democratie 
votes cast in each district at such elections. 

2. The election for delegates to represent 
the different districts in the annual Demo- 
cratic County Convention shall be held at the 
usual place of holding the general elections 
for each district, on the Saturday preceding 
the second Tuesday of August in each and 
every year, beginning at two o'clock, p. m.. on 
said day and continuing until six o’clock p. 
m. Tne delegates so elected shall meet in 
County Convention in the Court House, at 
Bellefonte, on the Tuesday following at two 
o’clock p. m: 

3d. The said delegate elections shall be 
held by an election board, to consist of the 
member of county .committee for each dis- 
trict and two other Democratic voters thereof, 
who shall be appointed or designated by the 
County Committee. Incase any of the per- 
sons so constituting the board shall be absent 
from the place of holding the election for a 
quarter ofan bour after the time appointed 
by Rule First for the opening of the same,his 
or their place or places shall be filled by an 
election, to be conaucted viva voce, by the 
Democratic voters present at that time. 

4th. Every qualified voter of the district, 
who at the late general election voted the 
Democratic ticket, shall be entitied to a vote 
at the delegate election; and any qualified 
elector of the district who will pledge his 
word of honor to support the Democratie 
ticket at the next general election shall be 
permitted to vote at the delegate elections. 

öh. The voting at alt delegate elections 
shall be by ballot; upon which ballot shal! be 
written or printed the name or names of the 
delegate or delegates voted for, together with 
any instructions which the voter may desire 
to give the delegate or delegates. Each bal- 
lot shall be received from the person voting 
the same by a member of the election board, 
and by him deposited in a box or other re- 
ceptacie provided for that purpose, to which 
box or other receptacle no person but mem- 
bers of the board shail have access. 

6th. No instructions shll be received or 
recognized unless the same be voted upon 
the bailot as provided in Rule Fourth, nor 
shall such instruetions if voted upon the bal- 
lot, be binding upon the deiegates, unless 
one-half or more of the ballots shall contain 
instructions concefning the same oftice. 
Whenever half or more of the ballots shail 
contain instructions concerning: any office, 
the delegates elected at such elections shall 
be held to be instructed to support the candi- 
dates having the highest number of votes for 
such office, 

Tth. Each election board shall keep an accu- 
rate list of the names of all persons voting at 
such elections, when the list of voters to- 
gether with a full and complete return of such 
election, containing an accurate statement of 
the persons elected delegates and all instruc- 
tions voted, shall be certified by said board to 
the county convention, upon printed blanks 
to be furnishea by the county convention. 

Sth. Whenever from any district qualified 
Democratic voters, in numbers equal to five 
times the delegates whieh such district has 
in the county convention, shall complain in 
writing of an undue election or false return 
of delegates or of instructions, in which com- 
plaints the alleged facts shall be specifically 
set forth and verified by the affidavit of one or 
more persons, such compiainants shall have 
tbe right to contest the seat of such delegates 
or the validity of such instructions. Such 
complaint shall be heard by a committee of 
five delegates to be appoinied by the president 
cf the convention ; which said committee shall 
proceed to hear the parties, their proofs and 
allegations, and as soon as may be report to 
the convention what delegates are entitled to 
seats therein, and what instructions are bind- 
ing upon such delegates. Whereupon the con- 
vent 01 shall proceed immediately upon the 
call or the yeas and nays to adopt or reject the 
report of the contesting pariies; in which eall 
of the yeas and nays the names of the dele- 
gates whose seats are contested or whose in- 
structions are disputed sha!) be omitted. 

9th. All delegates must reside in the district 
they represent. In case of absence or inabil- 
ity to attend, substitutions may be made from 
citizens of the district. 

10th. Delegates must obey the instructions 
given them by their respective districts, and, 
if violated, it sdai! be the duty of the presi- 
dect of the convention to cast the vote of such 
delegate or delegates in accordance with the 
instructions, and the delegate or delegates so 
offending shall be forthwith expelied trom the 
convention, and shall not be eligible to any 
office or place of trust In the party for a period 
of two years, 

lith. In the convention, a majority of all 
voters shall be necessary to a nomination; 
and no person’s name shall be excludea from 
the list of candidates until after the third bal- 
lot or vote, when the person receiving tne least 
number of votes shali be omitted and struck 
from the roll, and so on at each successive 
vote until a nomination be made. 

12th, If any person who is a candidate for 
any nomination before a county convention 
shali be proven to have offered or paid any 
monet, or other valuable thing, or made any 
promise ofa consideration or reward to any 
aelegate for his vote, or to any person with a

Letter from Texas. 


CLARENDON, Donley Co., Texas, 
June 20, 1881. 


Dear WATCHMAN :—I promised you 
in my last to write you again next 
week, but after leaving Gainesville my 
time was so fully occupied that I did 
not get time to fulfill my promise ; con- 
sequently I seat myself in the News of- 
fice this morning for that purpose. Our 
party, consisting of Rev. L. H. Car- 
shart, P. E. of the Denison district M. 
E. church, Rev. J. W. Carhart, D. D., 


.ef Oshkosh, Wisconsin, Judge Under- 


‘hill, wife and daughter, of Dallas, 
Texas, Mr. Kingnon, of Chicago, Mr. 
D. F. White, wife and three children, 
of Anamosa, Iowa, Mr. H. Wright, 
Charley Grayson and your humble cor- 
respondent, left Gainesville on Thurs- 
day evening, June 8d, and camped 
about one mile west of town. We did 
this that our party might be together 
ready for an early start on Friday 
morning. This was my first experi- 
ence in camping out, as I do not remem. 
ber having ever slept without shelter of 
-some kind; but spread my gum blanket 
upon the grass, took my valise for a 
pillow, covered myself with blankets, 


-slept as soundly as ever I slept before 


and have been sleeping on the ground 
or on the corn bags in the wagon ever 
since, except one night at the hotel in 
Henrietta and two nights in the tent, 
since I arrived in Clarendon. The rest 
of the party, except Messrs. Wright 
and Grayson, had a tent, in which they 
slept at night. Since we have arrived 
here we have struck the tent and use it 
for sleeping quarters, part of our com- 
pany being quartered with different 
families in town. 

We started or our journey as early 
as we could on Friday morning and 
made but abouteighteen miles that day, 
over very beautiful and rolling prairie ; 
camped in front of a farm house. We 
were very kindly allowed the use of all 
the water and wood we wanted. This 
part of Cooke county is very sparsely 
settled. The crops look well. The next 
day by taking an early start we made 
about twenty-five miles. Camped about 
ane mile west of Montague, the county 
seat of Montague county. It is located 
right in a belt of timber called the 
“teross timbers’’ of which there are two 
belts in this state each from ten to twen- 
ty miles wide, extending almost entire- 
ly the whole length of the state in a 
north-east and south-west direction. 
The timber is principally post oak; does 
not stand very heavily on the ground. 
Where the soil is not too sandy it con- 
tains the finest grasses for pasture pur- 
purposes. Montague is a small place; 
contains about two hundred to three 
hundred inhabitants—has a very hand- 
gome little court house. They seem to 
take graat pride in erecting good pub- 
lic buildings in these newly organized 
counties. As I said before we encamp- 
ed one mile east of Montague in the 
timber and rested over Sabbath. Rev. 
J. W. Carhart preached us a very able 
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camped, that three or four hundred sol- 
diers had passed over the river that day 
into the territory, as there was some 
trouble among the Indians. For my 
part I lost no sleep as far as the Indians 
were concerned, but a terrible wind and 
sand storm annoyed us considerably 
that night. We saw no Indians on the 
trip. After leaving Dent’s the balance 
of the journey was over rolling, tree- 
less prairies. We passed one corn field 
on Red river fully three miles long and 
about one mile wide. We camped Sat- 
urday night on Wild Horse creek, but 
for the want of shade trees and good 
water we were compelled to pull out 
again, on Sunday morning, and go 
about ten or twelve miles to China 
creek, where we found what the people 
here call good water—nothing more 
than a deep hole in the creek, full of 
water kept pure by the constant high 
winds. I consider it very poor, com- 
pared with our cold springs at home. 
This county is full of streams but near- 
ly all dry, except large pools, which 
seem to hold water almost all the year 
round. After leaving Dent’s place it is 
hard to get good pure water,as there are 
few settlers, consequently no wells. 
Eagle Flats,in Willbarger county, is 
the last settled villageon the way. Mon- 
day night we reached Pearl river, on 
the south side of which we found the 
best spring of water I have seen since I 
came into Texas. Tuesday traveled 
from®Pearl river to Groesbeck creek, 
about|thirty miles. Groesbeck is a beau- 
tiful stream, water as clear as crystal, 
but strongly impregnated with gypsum. 
Wednesday we traveled from Grosebeck 
to Red river. Crossed over and camp- 


ed in the territory near the intial mon- 


ument. We suffered more for the want 
of water that day than at any time, 


not even finding any for the stock, un- 


til we came to Red river, and it was so 
brakish that it could not be used ; but 
as good fortune would have it, Mr. Car- 
hart discovered Buck creek, about a 
mile to the north, where we got a mis- 
erable substitute for water that relieve 
our present wants. Part of the coun- 
try over which we traveled to-day is un- 
derlaid with the finest gypsum, any 
quantity portruding above the surface 
of the ground. These gypsum beds 
still continue visible here and there 
along the route, the balance of the 


journey. On Thursday, Friday and 


Saturday we averaged about twenty 
miles per day, arriving in Clarendon 
about five o’clock in the evening. We 
were on the road traveling about four- 
teen days, making about twenty miles 
per day. Our outfit consisted of two 
heavy wagons, one having four mules, 
the other two mules and two horses; 
one two horse spring wagon; Mr. L. 
H. Carhart with his span of mules and 
buggy, and your humble servant astride 
a pony. Idid not ride all the way, 
however, as one of Mr. Carhart’s mules 
died and I gave him my pony for the 
buggy and took a place on one of the 
wagons under cover. 

I found this quite a relief, as 
part of the time the sun was oppressive- 
ly hot. Wereit not for the constant 
cooling breezes blowing one could not 
stand it at all out of doors during the

verse. Monday morning, bright and 
early, found us on our way for Henriet- 
ta, the county seat of Clay county. 
After driving about five miles further 
through the timber we came upon the 
prairie again, seemingly more beautiful 


® then ever. , We reached Henrietta about 


four o’clock in the evening, having 
driven about twenty-five miles. Itisa 
small county town of three hundred 
population, with a fine farming country 
all around it. We camped on the little 
Wichita two miles north of the town. 
On Tuesday morning we drove ten 
miles to Acres’s ranche. Stopped to 
brand some cattle Messrs Carhart and 
White purchased from Acres anda Mr. 
Bradford. This was the first branding 


{ bad ever seen done and I thought it, 


exceedingly cruel. The boys would 
catch the cattle with one rope about the 


-horns or neck and another around one 


or both hind legs ; throw them upon the 
ground and stretch them between two 
posts, called snubbing posts, where they 
are beld firmly while the branding is 
being done. ‘They make frightful leaps 
when they £nd the rope fast upon the 
snubbing post. 

It requires an expert at that part of 
whe business or very great care on the

Abraham Baum conveyed 
the company in his capacious Valley 
Queen and guided a dashing four-in- 
hand with the same graceful skill that 
has made him one of the most famous 
Jehus of seven counties and called down 
upon his expansive brow the laurel 
wreath of an almost universal admira- 
tion.

BELLEFONTE’S PIONEER FIRE COM- 
PANY.—A nest of musty documents 
recently disturbed, gave to the light a 
written volume labeled “Bellefonte Fire 
Company” and containing within its 
covers the original draft of the consti- 
tution of the first fire company Belle- 
fonte ever had, or in fact the oldest in 
this section of the state, signed by 
ninety of the then prominent citizens 
of the town and prefaced with the 
statement that the company was formed 
at a meeting of citizens, held in the 
court house, Wednesday, February 16, 
1831, at which Thomas Barnside was 
chosen chairman and Franklin B. 
Smith, secretary. The officials of the 
company included two engiueers, six- 
teen armmen, six laddermen, six axe- 
men, eight hookmen, five directors, five 
property men, two property guards, 
five alarmmen, seven linemen, two 
bell-ringers. Among the active mem- 
bers were John Bigler, Benjamin Ben- 
net, Isaac Miller, John Blanchard, E. 
C. Humes, Hamilton Humes, Dr. Con- 
stans Curtin, George Valentine, Wm. 
W. Potter, Andrew Gregg, Thomas 
Burnside, Judge Huston, Evan Miles, 
Doctor Daniel Dobbins, John G. Low- 
rey. Thomas Burnside was chosen 
president, John Rankin treasurer and 
Franklin B. Smith secretary. Details 
touching the history are wanting to- 
day, for of that company of ninety 
sturdy men of 1831, Edward C. Humes 
is the only one now living in Bellefonte, 
and as an evidence that the company 
had nota very protracted history Mr. 
Humes scarcely remembers its existence. 
The engine used by the Bellefonte Fire 
Company was the primitive ‘‘mud box” 
pattern. It was named ‘‘The Little 
Belt,” but just what the name implied 
or why it was bestowed are questions 
not easily answered now. When in 
action the machine was kept filled with 
water by a bucket brigade whose direct- 
ing and commanding genius was usual- 
ly Mr. John G. Lowrey, a gentleman 
cf much local prominence. 


SuppEN DeratH.—Mr. Henry G. 
Chronister, of Martha Furnace, this 
county, was found dead in bed on the 
morning of the 6th of July by his wife, 
who went to call him to breakfast. He 
had done a hard day’s work on the 5th, 
but retired to rest at night seemingly in 
as good health as usual. -In the morn- 
ing Mrs. Chronister arose and went 
down stairs, and after getting break- 
fast ready called several times to her 
husband to get. up and eat. Not re- 
ceiving any reply, she went up stairs 
and tried to wake him, but soon discov- 
ered that life had flown. Mr. Chronis- 
ter was about 64 years of age, and a 
most excellent man. The funeral took 
place on Friday, the 8th instant, the re- 
mains being laid to rest in Williams’s 
grave yard.

known. Then a crowd soon assembled, 
and in Jess than ten mioutes Sixth street 
and B street were packed with people, 
and the news of the horrible affair flew 
from mouth to mouth and spread over 
the city like wildfire. An attempt was 
made to rush into the building and cries 
were raised to lynch the assassin, but a 
strong force of policemen, summoned 
by telephone, had arrived promptly on 
the scene and preserved order. In the 
meantime the President had been car- 
ried to a room upstairs and the physi- 
cians summoned. 

After remaining for about an hour in 
the depot it was decided to remove the 
President to the White House. Accord- 
ingly, a police ambulance was sent for, 
and the wounded man, attended by Col- 
onel Rockwell, was driven home. The 
events aboye related were not generally 
kuown until some time after they had 
occurred. | 

Except the orderly crowd that assem- 
bled in front of the White House and 
police headquarters there was nothing 
to indicate that a national tragedy had 
been enacted that would startle the 
whole civilized world. The people first 
became. convinced that something had 
happened out of the usual course by the 
rapid driving of a carriage through 
Pennsylvania avenue, clearing the way 
for the ambulance which followed, care- 
fully driven and attended by a guard of 
mounted police. From mouth to mouth 
the intelligence spread. ‘‘ The Presi- 
dent is assassinated; was shot at the 


depot as he was going into the cars.” 


There were no loud demonstrations, no 
disorderly languags. The astonishment 
following the startling announcement 
deepened into unbelief, and the people 
seemed paralyzed with the horror of the 
moment. Still, the crowd followed the 
ambulance that entered the broad car- 
riageway leading to the executive man- 
sion. Policemen already guarded the 
gates and kept the crowd back, but 
through the fence and gateway the am- 
bulance was seen to pause before the 
open door of the White House, while 
the large, fine form of the President 
was tenderly lilted from the vehicle, with 
the pallor of death stamped on his 
countenance. Giancing upward to the 
windows he saw some familiar faces, 
and with a smile, which those who saw 
it will never forget, he raised his right 
hand and gave the military salute, which 
rie to say: “Long live the repub- 
Ie: 
THE WOUNDED MAN AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 
A few moments afterward carriages 
began to arrive, bringing the presiden- 
tial party from the special car where 
they had been seated only afew moments 
before in anticipation of a summer’s 
pleasure tour. Soon afterward. Mrs. 
Hunt, Mrs. James and Mrs. Windom 
were joined by Mrs. Blaine and Mrs. W. 
T. Sherman. Other friends of Mrs. 
Garfield quickly arrived, but were de- 
nied admittance, and soon the ponder- 


ous gates which lead to the executive 


mansion were closed, and armed mili- 
tary sentinels silently took their places 
about the house and grounds. These 
troops were ordered from the garrison 
at the arsenal in order to relieve the 
regular police, whose services were 
needed in the city where the crowds 
were rapidly increasing in angry excite- 
ment, ‘There was only one company of 
soldiers, but the glance of their bayonets 
flashing in the sunlight as they walked 
with measured tread the several 
paths to which they were assigned, 
recalied the last hours of President 
Lincoln, when the same astonishment 
and horror were reflected on the faces 
of the crowds that surged about the ex- 
ecutive mansion. 

The President was carefully lifted 
from the ambulance and carried to a 
slesping chamber in the southeast corner 
of the building, and was soon sur- 


rounded by the most eminent physicians 
in Washington. Owing to the nervous 
prostration which followed the shock, 
the surgeons did not deem it advisable 
to probe for the ball while the Presi- 
dent was at the depot. Upon reaching 
the White House this nervous prostra- 
tion seemed to pass away and the Presi- 
dent assumed his usual composed man- 
ner, grecting members of the Cabinet 
and other intimate friends who called 
with a warm pressure of the hand and 
with cheerful words. Before leaving 
the depot the President manifested 
some anxiety about the effect of the 
intelligence of his wound upon Mrs. 
Garfield, and, turning to Colonel Rock- 
well, ‘dictated to him the following dis- 
patch to be sent to Mrs. Garfield at 
Long Branch: RAs.

to find the ball. Directions were given 
that the President should see as few 
persons as possibie, and that he should 
be kept from conversation or making 
any particular effort whatever. After 
consultation it was determined by the 
surgeons that ab 3 o'clock, if the condi- 
tion of the President would permit, 
they would probe for the ball. When 
the hour arrived it was found that the 
President was not in condition to under- 
go the operation, and from this time he 
began to show symptoms that were re- 
garded as very unfavorable—internal 
hemorrhage having been distinctly recog- 
nized. 

During the afternoon, although suffer- 
ing intensely from his wound, the Pres- 
ident several times gave exhibition of 


his well-known good nature and genial 


disposition. At one time, while Secre- 
tary Blaine was sitting at his bedside, 
the President, turning his head, said: 
‘* Blaine, what motive do you think that 
man could have had in trying to assas- 
sinate me?” “I do not know, Mr. 
President; he says he had no motive ; 
he must be insane.” To this the Presi- 
dent smilingly answered: “I suppose 
he thought it would be a glorious thing 
to emulate the pirate chief.” At an- 
other time, when one of his sons was 
sobbing at his bedside the President 
said: “Don’t be alarmed, Jimmy, the 
upper story is all right, itis only the 
hull that.is a little damaged.” When 
Colorel Rockwell announced ‘to him 
that Mrs. Garfield bad started on a 
special train from Long Branch, he said 
with evident feeling: ‘God bless the 
little woman; I hope the shock won't 
break her down.” 
ARREST OF “THI ASSASSIN. 

Immediately upon ‘hearing the pistol 
shot Officer Kearney, who remained at 
his post of duty near the B street en- 
trance aiter the President entered the 
building, ran into the large reception 
room, and was in time to see the as- 
sassin running toward the east door, 
which opens on Sixth street. Before 
reaching this door the assassin turned 
back to make his way out of the north 
door, where he was met and arrested by 
Officer Kearney. The officer mef the 
prisoner on the steps and said to him: 
‘I must arrest you.” ‘All right,” said 
the assassin, “I did it and will go to 
jail for it. Tama stalwart, and Artaur 
will be President.” Officer Kearney 
took his prisoner into the large waiting- 
room, where he was joined by one of 
the railroad officers and escorted to 
police headquarters. On the way he 
gave Kearney a card on which was writ- 
ten: “Charles Guiteau, of Tilinois,” 
that being the prisoner's name. Guiteau 
is described on the books at police 
headquarters as follows:  ‘‘Charles 
Guiteau, arrested at 9:25, July 2, 1881, 
for shooting President Garfield; aged 
thirty-six; white; born in the United 
States and a lawyer by profession; 
weight, 130 pounds; has dark-brown, 
thin whiskers and sallow complexion; 
dressed in a dark suit with black 
slouch hat.” MeN es 

Mrs. Sarah V. E. White, the lady in 
charge of the waiting-room at the depot, 
was the person who first reached the 
President after he was shot. She thus 
describes the shooting and arrest of 
Guiteau: “I saw the whole thing. The 
man came in from the door, entering 
the ladies’ room from the main waiting- 
room, as the President entered the mid- 
dle door from B street. When he had 
approached within five feet of the 
President he fired, aiming, I thought, at 
the -President’s heart, and missed him. 
The President did not seem to notice 
him, but walked right on past the man. 
He fired again and the President fell. 
He fell right at the turn of the second 
row of seats. I was the first to reach 
him and lifted up his head. The jan- 
itor rushed in and cailea the police. I 
held him until some men came and 
lifted him up. He did not speak tome 
or to any one until a young man, who, I 
think. was his son, came. After he had 


vomited I think he said something to 


him. When he was lifted upon the 
mattress he spoke or groaned. The 
man who shot him said nothing; no 
words at all passed between them. The 
man walked deliberately out of the 
center door, where somebody headed 


the way he came, and was seized at the 
door by the police. I have seen thie 
man once or twice before. Onetime in 
particular I noticed him, a few days ago. 
He promenaded up and down jist as he 
did to-day, wiping his face and appar- 
ently excited. I thoneht he was wait- 
ing tor some friends. ‘Uiis morning he 
waited here half an hour walking up and 
down. There were few people in the 
room when the shot was fired. All the 
passengers had gone out. I think there 
was a gentleman near the door.” 

The following letter was taken from 
the prisoner’s pocket af police head- 
quarters, showing conclusively his in- 
tention to kill the President : 

JuLyY 2, 1881. 
To the White House: 

The President’s tragic death was a 
sad necessity, but it will unite the Re- 
publican party and save the republic. 
Life is a flimsy dream, and it matters 
little when one goes.* A human life is 
of small value. During the war thou- 
sands of brave boys went down without 
atear. I presume the President was a 
Christian and that he will be happier in 
Paradise than here. . It will be no worse 
for Mrs. Garfield, dear soul, to part 
with her husband this way than by 
natural death. He is liable to go at 
any time any way. I had no ill-will to- 
ward the President. His death wa- 
a political necessity. Tam a lawyer, a 
theologian and a politician. Iam aStals 
wart of the Stalwarts. I was with Gen- 
eral Grant and the rest.of our men in 
New York during the canvass. I have 
some papers for the press, which I shall 
leave with Byron Andrews and his co- 
journalists. at- No. 1,420 New York 
avenue, where the reporters can see 
them.

The following letter was found on the 
street soon after Guiteau’s arrest, with 
the envelope unsealed and. addressed, 
‘Please deliver at once :” 

To General Sherman or his first assistant in 
charge of the War Department: 

“To GENERAL SHERMAN: I have just 
shot the President. I shot him several 
times, as I wished him to go as easily as 
possible. His death was a political 
necessity. I am a lawyer, theologian 
and politician. Iam a stalwart of the 
stalwarts. I was with General Grant 
and the rest of our men in New York 
during the canvass. Iam going to the 
jail: Please order out your troops and 
take possession of the jail at once. 

« Very respectfully, 
& CHARLES GUITEAU.” 

On receiving the above General Sher- 
man gave it the following indorsement:

‘This letter was handed me this miv-

GARFIELD ARRIVES FROM LONG 
BRANCH. 

Mrs. Garfield arrived from Long 

Branch early in the evening. When 

Mrs. Garfield alighted from her car-

riage, weeping, and followed by her 


daughter, Mr. Blaine broke com- 
pletely down and wept for several min- 
utes. 

Mrs. Garfield was escorted by her son 
James up the stairs, the boy, a lad of 
fifteen, holding her tightly by the waist 


and constantly whispering words of 


comfort in her ear. Upon entering the 
apartment over which the shadow of 
death was beginning to hover, all pres- 
ent silently retired, and the dying Pres- 
ident and his wife were left alone. This 
was af precisely 6:50 They remained 
together for fifteéh minutes. At the 
end of that time the doctors were again 
admitted to the room. 
THE PRESIDENT ON SUNDAY. 


The President rested comfortably 
most of the time Sunday, suffering only 
from what he calls ‘‘tiger’s claws” in 
his feet, and aslow but constant im- 
provementin his condition was reported. 
In the evening, however, he became 
restless, his pulse increased and he 
exhibited other unfavorable symptoms, 
and the gravest apprehensions were ex- 
cited. Expressions of sympathy for the 
President and Mrs. Garfield were re- 
ceived: in the course of the day from a 
number of foreign rulers and from 
persons in all parts of the United States. 
informed 
falsely that the President was dead, 
and he expressed satisfaction at the an- 
nouncement, 

Dr. Hammond and other New York 
physicians were telegraphed for and a 
special train placed at their disposal at 
Jersey City. Mrs. Garfield, although 
suffering intensely, kept up with extra- 
ordinary fortitude, and was the only 
person admitted to the President’s room 
by the physicians. Vice-President 
Arthur arrived in the morning, having 
been summoned by the Cabinet. He 
was in consultation all day with mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, and at night visited 
the White House. The President was 


asleep and it was not deemed prudent, 


to awaken him. General Arthur, how- 


ever, saw Mrs. Garfield and remained 
for some time with the members of the 


Cabinet who were on watch near the 
President’s room. In their sermons 
clergymen in all paris of the country 


_referred infeeling terms tothe attempted 


assassination of President Garfield and 
prayed fervently for his recovery. ` 


THE PRESIDENT ON MONDAY. 


The symptoms developed in Presi- 
dent Garfield’s case on Monday were 
both favorable and unfavorable. The 
hope permitted and encouraged by the 
first official bulletin of the day was con- 
verted into a great fear by the 
later intelligence that the symp- 
toms of Saturday had returned and 
that tympanites was again noticeable. 
For several hours in the earlier part of 
the evening hope was practically aban- 
doned on allsides. Tho bulletinissued 
at 10 o’clock at night pronounced the 
patient slightly improved; at midnight 
the Cabinet officers had left the White 
House, and the President was sleeping 
quietly. Instead of the usual noise 
of firecrackers and pistol-shots which 
characterizes the Fourth, Washington 
was as silent as the grave. | 

Telegrams in countless numbers came 
pouring into the executive mansion and 
the state department from the United 
States, from Canada, from every country 
in Europe. The President and his Cab- 
inet were especially touched and grat- 
ified by the evidences of affection and 
sympathy which came from all parts of 
the South. Hundreds of telegrams, 
coming from every State and represent- 
ing both sexes and all classes of the 
people. were received. It was utterly 
impossible, in the excitement and anx- 
iety of the present crisis, to acknowl- 
edge these telegrams or to express to 
the writers the gratification which their 
good wishes and warm sympathy gave 
to the President and his Cabinet. The 
secretary of state, therefore, furnished 
the following, witn a request that it be 
given the widest possible circulation:

There is a 
decided gain, which we had no right to 
expect even so late as daylight this 
morning. The President has slept 
quietly and naturally at short intervals. 
His mind is perfectly clear. He de- 
scribed his symptoms with the utmost 
precision and clearness. There may be 
some increase of pulse and temperature 
again this evening, but we have every 
reason to believe that there will now be 
a steady gain with each day. 
Wasuineton, July 5—The condition 
of the President to-night is even more 
favorable than indicated by the last 
official bulletin. For the first time 
since the shooting the attending phy- 
sicians talk with a certain degree of con- 
fidence in his recovery. Prior to the 
issue of the 9 o’clock bulletin last 
night, the physicians had abandoned 
all hopes of recovery, and they had 
determined to inform the members 
of the Cabinet that death would 
certainly ensue within forty hours ifthe 
examination they were about to make 
last evening did not furnish decided 
evidence of improvement. Happily, the 
changed condition of the distinguished 
sufferer furnished the evidence hoped 
for, and since that time there has been 
a steady and remarkable improvement. 
At 9 o’clock last night the pulsewas 124, 
with the temperature and respiration cor- 
respondingly high. This morning’s 
examination showed a decline in the 
pulse to 114, and later in the day to 
104, with other favorable conditions 
that increased the hopes entertained for 
recovery. To-night the pulse marked 
106, temperature, 100.9 degrees, and 
- This was bet- 
ter than the physicians expected, par- 
ticularly as all the other indications 
were reassuring. During the day the 
President received considerable nour- 
ishment, and upon two occasions asked 
for food. He was given chicken broth 
in two-ounce doses, and 
eighteen ounces in all of this kind of 
nourishment. He gre% tired of the 
broth, which, he said, did not satisfy 
his cravings of hunger, and he was 
given bouillon in small quantities. 


Wasuineton, July 5—Midnight.—In- 
formation just received from the Presi- 
dent’s sick-room is to the effect that the 
favorable symptoms noted at the date of 
the last official bulletin are still main- 
tained. 


THE PRESIDENT ON WEDNESDAY. 


Wasuineton, July 6,. 5:30 a. M.— 
Colonol Rockwell, one of the watchers 
during the latter part of the night, re- 
ports the President to have passed a 
quiet night. The President, this morn- 
ing, says that he felt considerably re- 
freshed with the rest he obtained during 
the night.

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AN ACCOUNT OF THE ASSASSIN, 


; Wasurcron, July 2, 1881. 
Charles J. Guiteau, the would-be 
assassin, hails from Chicago. He came 
to W: s^ington in February last and has 
remained engaged, as is supposed, in 
an effort to secure the appointment of 
United States consul to Marseilles, | 
France. At the jail, to which he was 
taken at half-past 10 o'clock this fore- 
noon, about one hour after the shoot- 
ing, he gave his name as Charles 
Guiteau, of Chicago. In appearance he 
is a man about thirty vears of age, and 
is supposed to be of French descent. 
His height is about five feet five inches. 
He has a sandy complexion and is slight, 
weighing not more than 125 pounds. 
He wears a mustache and slight chin 
whiskers, slightly tinged with gray. 
His sunken cheeksand widely separated 
eyes give him a sullen, or, as the jailer 
describes it, a ‘‘looney” appearance, 
Colonel Burnside, the disbursing of- 
ficer at the postoflice department, says 
he knew Guiteau when he was a baby 
in his mother’s arms. His father, J. W. 
Guiteau, was an old resident and re- 
spected citizen of Freeport, Ill., where 
he held many offices of trust. He mar- 
ried a very beautiful woman, with 
whom and the younger children he 
joined the Oneida community. Heafter- 
ward returned to Freeport, where from 
184 up to last September, the time of 
his death, he served as cashier of the 
Second National bank. There were 
three children. An older brother, Wil- 
liam Guiteau, for along time practiced 
law at Davenport, lowa, but is now 
practicing his profession in Boston, 
Mass., where also he is at the head of 
large insurance interests. ,A younger 
sister, Flora, was a very promising girl, 
having a very decided talent for music. 
Charles Julius Guiteau, who to-day. is 
in jail for the murder of the President, 
was an odd boy. When the tamily left 
the Oneida community Charles, then 
fifteen or sixteen years old, was left be- 
hind. ; 
He. afterward went to Chicago and 
studied law, being cared for and sup- 
plied with money by his father. After 
completing his studies Guiteau went to 
Europe, where he traveled several years, 
imbibing socialistic and other eccentric 
doctrines. A few years ago he returned 
to this country and lectured on the sec- | 
ond advent of Christ. He published 
a pamphlet, in which the egotism 
of the man was plainly shown. He 
spoke of himself as a messenger of God 
to announce His coming. His lecture 
here in Lincoln hall on this subject was 
a failure. Julius—we used to call him 


‘Julius, but I see he has dropped that 


part of his name—is now about forty or 
forty-two years old. From what I knew. 
of the boy, his education in the Oneida 
community and his utterances on re- 
ligion, I was not at all surprised at 
his committing the act this morning. 
I understand from people employed at 
the White House that Guiteau had forced 
himself upon the President before. He 
was an applicant for the consulship at 
Marseilles and a few days ago obtained 
access to the President and acted so 
rudely that the President had him re- 
moved. Ihave no donbt that, feeling 
offended by this act, he determined on 
the course which culminated in the 
terrible tragedy of this morning. Gui- 
teau was hanging around the Republican 
headquarters, No. 241 Fifth avenue, 
New York, during the campaign last 
fall. He made a few speeches, but his 
efforts did not seem to be appreciated by 
the committee. He was poor and seedy 
looking, and borrowed some. money 
from Mr. Jewell after the election and 
afew days before the committee broke 
up he asked Governor Jewell for a recom- 
mendation for a consulate. He espé- 
cially urged that if he could secure a 
consulate a certain rich lady would

Guitean’s idiosyncrasies while a resi- 
dent of Chicago. brought him into un- 
enviable notoriety on more than one 
occasion. He was of unwholesome ap- 
pearance, and was regarded as of weak 
mental capacity and partially insane. | 
His manner was a queer combination of 
obsequiousness, humility and querulous 
self-assertion. He was disliked, and 
nobody seemed to want him around. 
He was constantly trying to get him- 
self before the public in one form or 
another. ‘He was insanely anxious to 
get into print without apparent object. 
He was expert only in one line of busi- 
ness, and that was beating boarding 
houses. He came to Chicago ten or 
twelve years ago, and did a little shyster 
law work around the justice’s courts. 
Those with whom he came in contact 
speedily rated him for what he was 
worth and their estimate of him may 


be summed up in the expression 
that he was cracked. That there 
was a screw loose in his mental 


machinery seemed to admit of no ques- 
tion. He was voted a nuisance and was 
tolerated only because he was believed 
to be harmless. He was visionary and 
erratic. There was a certain earnest- 
nessin his manner which might deceive 
one on first making his acauaintance, . 
but he invariably showed his eccen- 
tricity in the course. of a few minutes’ 
conversation. When he first came to 
this city he was quite young, and his 
eccentric course was attributed to the 
tresuness of youth, which would wear 
off withage. ‘Lhe disease, however, was 
deeper; but before that fact was dis- 
covered. he had married a Miss Scoville, - 
a sister of George Scoville, a lawyer, 
now in business in Randolph street. —

He afterward returned to Chicago and 
reaumed his career of dead-beating. 
He was exposed by the Zimes two or 
three times, but continued on his course. 
He threatened suit, and visited the 
Times office several times. His visit, 
grew tiresome, and one day he was 
given the privilege of going downstairs 
in double-quick time or being thrown 
over the railing. He preferred to go 
down the easiest way, and did not 
bother the office again for months. 

Guiteau at times assumed the appear- 
ance of a pious person, and at such 
times he was a regular church-goer, 
Sunday-school teacher, and general 
- missionary. 


A Lunatic After Mr. Blaine. 


Wasuineron, July 5.—Daniel McNa- 
mara, supposed to be insane, appeared 
at police headquarters to-day, and said 
he was from King William county, 
Va., but had been living in Phila- 
delphia.

He stated 
when examined that he had been in- 
spired by the spirit to kill General 
Grant during the latter’s administra- 
tion, but was defeated in that object, 
and said that if.an opportunity were 
given him he would explain the manner 
in which Guiteau was prompted to as- 
sail the President. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 5.—Daniel Mec- 
Namara, who was arrested to-day in 
Washington, lives in Philadelphia at 
Sixth and Catharine streets. He came 
from Ireland when he was fourteeen 
years old. He served through the re- 
bellion and afterward for five years 
served in the regular army. On the 
twenty-second of last Octobar he was 
sent to the Philadelphia almshouse, 
but left there on the follow- 
ing day. Last January he 
was arrested for throwing a brick 
through a back window, his purpose 
being to secure a commitment to jail. 
The authorities disappointed him by 
sending him to the insane asylum, 
where he remained for several months. 
Recently he has been employed at the 
Baldwin locomotive works, but lost his 
place a week ago. ‘Then he conceived 
the idea of going to Washington to 
get a pension, and spoke to his 
relatives of visiting Secretary Blaine to 
secure that gentleman’s influence in his 
behalf. He lefi Philadelphia on Mon- 
day afternoon to go to the capital, and 
before going spoke in strong terms in 
denunciation of Guiteau’s crime. Mc- 
Namara always had extravagant ideas of 
his own importance, and when dis- 
cussing politics always became greatly 
excited,

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Texas Pasture Fields. 


A correspondent in the Baltimore 
American, who is visiting the immense 
caitle pastures, describes a visit to the 
one of these, the Fulton and Coleman 
Companies’ grazing lands in Texas. 

“We left Fulton after an early break- 
fast, on the morning of the 31st of May, 
and were soon out on the open prairie, 
approaching the lands of the Peninsula 
Pasture Company, which are but a short 
distance from Rockport. There were 
but six in our party, four of whom were 
ladies, with Col. George W. Fulton as 
pilot. Hight miles from Rockport we 
passed through the gates of the Big 
Pasture of the Coleman-Fulton Pasture 
Company, and entered on its broad 
domain of 168,000 acres, or 206 square 
miles, of what is regarded as the very 
best. pasture land in Texas. We were 
to stop at the ranch, the herdsmen’s 
headquarters, ten miles from the gate, | 
for dinner, and to rest horses, and after- 
wards to continue our journey to Mr. 
Coleman’s mansion, eleven miles fur- 
ther on—making twenty-one miles from 
the gate to the house. . 

“ When fairly on our journey inside of 
the Big Pasture, on casting the eye 
around, the horizon was seen to be as 
sharply defined in every direction as it 
is at sea. There were a few small motts 
of live-oak trees, gnd some scattered 
cattle browsing on the plain, but noth- 
ing else, not even fences, obstructed the 
view.» By the unpracticed eye there 
was really no road to be seen, but dur- 
ing this and subsequent drives both 
Colonel Fulton and Mr. Coleman 
seemed to know every cowpath. These 
cowpaths are made by the cattle going 
to the lakes for water, as on such ocea- 
sions they always walk in single file, 


and pursue the same course day after 


day. This was the case before the new 
pasture system was adopted, when an 
instinct seemed to guide the cattle in 
the pursuit of water. Then there were 
no artificial lakes, with the winter rains 
stored in them for the use of the cattle, 
as is now the case,-and it often hap- 
pened that the distance between water 
and the grazing grounds was twenty 
miles or more. In a dry season thou- 
sands of them would die from burning 
thirst, and leave their bones along the 
cow-tracks, or, on reaching the water, 
drink to such excess that death was 
sure to follow. Now there are five or 
six of these lakes on this gréat pasture, 
one of them three miles in length and 
from fifty to five hundred yards in width, 
while the Chiltopin river forms its 
northern boundary. 

“The Coleman-Fulton Pasture Com- 
pany’s lands are ‘by careful estimate 
capable of sustaining at all seasons of 
the year about 35,00Q head of cattle 
and horses, though at the present time 
there is not more than half this number 
there. Duriog the past year the stock 
of cattle was reduced to about one-half 
the full complement, and the grass 
allowed to renew itself by seeding. The 
pastures are consequently now covered 
with a heavy coat of mesquite grass, 
and the company are filling up the 
pastures with cattle purchased from 
Texas and largely from Mexico. During 
our sojourn a lot of 2,000 head arrived 
from Mexico, and a despatch announced 
that 4,000 head more, purchased by 
their agents at $6, $9 and $12 per head, 
were on their way, this price including 
their delivery in good order in the pas- 
ture. When they arrive the beeves will 
be fattened, and shipped to New Orleans 
as soon as in condition for market, the 
cows will be driven to the Barada pas- 
ture of 39,000 acres, used for breeding 
graded stock, and the male yearlings 
driven to the Big Pasture of 105,000 
acres, which is devoted to beeves and 
stock for the market. The sorting and 
separating of the cattle require experi- 
ence and good judgment, and a vast 
force of men and horses. The prospects 
of the company were never so good as 
at present, they having just declared a 
cash dividend of 4 per cent. for the past 
six months, while they are very confi- 
dent of increasing it to 12 per cent. per 
annum. 


‘Viper Men and Women,”

that of a viper, even to the green color. 
He has, besides, the viper habit of 
changing or shedding his skin every 
year. The skin comes off in a single 
piece, and not, as might be supposed, 
in parts.

A sister of this man, 
who died a short time ago, manifested 
the same phenomenon, and toward the 
close of her life began slowly to grow 
blind, owing to the viper’s skin en- 
croaching on the eyes to such an-extent 
that she could only see through a narrow 
aperture at each eye. The. same thing 
is now happening to the brother. He 
can scarcely see any object, and the 
head presents the repulsive aspect of a 
viper. In Cuautla these unhappy beings 
have been known as the “viper men 
and women,” and the phenomenon is at- 
tributed to the fact that their mother 
ate an excess of viper’s meat to cure a 
disease of the blood. In Cuba it is a 
common practice for people to eat 
viper’s flesh as. a remedy for blood dis- 
eases.—Santa He New Mexican.

HOW TO LIVE IN SUMMER. 
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Some Judicious Advice from an Authority, 


It is as yet a pointof dispute whether 
cotton stuffs are the best wear, many 
approving of light woolens. For women, 
nothing is sweeter in summer than a 
linen dress ;. it is a pity we do not pat- 
ronize linens more for adults; for 
children, cottons; for workingmen, 
worsteds. The heavy suits of men are 
weighing them down in summer, and 
clothes of serge are far preferable to 
those of thick woolen cloth. Verythin 
silk is acool wear. The heavily Jaden 
skirts of women impede the free action 
of movement much, and should be sim- 
plified as much as possible for summer, 
So also the headgear. 

Infants, if at all delicate, should not 
be allowed to go with bare feet ; it often 
produces diarrhea, and they shouli 
always wear a flannel band round the 
stomach. Another important matter is 
the changing of night and day linen 
among the poorer classes. It is terrible 
to think that a workingman should lie 
down in the shirt in which he has per- 
spired all day at his hot work. Let men. 
accustom themselves to good washes 
every evening before they sit down to 
their meals, and to changes at night, 
that they may take up a dry shirt when 
going to their hard day’s work. 

Frequent changes of linen is abso- 
lutely necessary—anyhow, a night and 
day change. This change alone would 
help to stay mortality among children, 
if accompanied with other healthy 
measures, such as sponging the body 
with a little salt and water. Where 
tenements are very close wet sheets 
placed against walls will aid to revivify 
the air and absorb bad vapor in rooms. 
All children’s hair should be cut short; 
boys’ hair may be cropped, and girls’ 
hair so arranged by nets or plaits that 
air passes freely round the neck. 

Light head coverings are essential in 
summer, for the head must be kept 
cool. The most serviceable dress is 
that which allows air to pass freely 
around your limbs and stops neither the 
evaporation of the body nor the cireula- 
tion of the refreshing atmosphere. In 
summer you must breathe freely and 
lightly; you cannot do so with your 
stomach full of undigested food, your 
blood full of overheated alcohol, your 
lungs full of vitiated air, your smell 
disgusted with nauseous scents, your 
system unable to carry out the natural 
process of digestion. All the sanitary 
arrangements in the world will do no 
good if we eat and drink in sucha 
fashion that we are constantly putting 
on fuel where itis not needed, and stuff- 
ing up onr bodily draught, as we would 
that of a heating appliance. Our ig- 
norance and our bad habits spoil the 
summer, that delightful season of the 
year-—nothing else. 

Activity, rest and recreation are 
weighty matters in influencing our 
health in summer. We are not so well 
inclined for activity, and yet nothing 
wiil so much assist us as a healthy em- 
ployment of our energies, without over- 
exertion. Pity those who must exert 
themselves to the utmost in this horrid 
weather, and feel gratified if you need 
only moderately use your strength. 

Activity keeps the system going, the 
blood in healthy circulation, the digest- 
ive process free from costiveness, the 
skin open for evaporation, and prevents 
all clogging of the machine. If not 
forced to work in some way or other 
be active anyhow; occupy your mind 
and exercise your limbs. Stagnation 
will bring about lethargy and allow the 
atmosphere a greater influence upon 
you. 

On the other hand, fall rest is as 
necessary. The exhausted frame wants 
more recuperation, the brain less strain, 
the system more gentle treatment. 
Things look often darker in hot 
weather; heat weighs upon the upper 
portion of the head, communicating it- 
self to the perceptive powers, and in- 
fluences the senses. We see pictures 
before us, and fancy we have not the 
power to combat difficulties. It is said 
that more suicides are committed in 
hot than cold weather. A healthy 
sleep in this hot season is worth a 
great deal to us; try to court it, and 
never play with your life and health by 
willfully neglecting it. 

And what shall wesay of that precious, 
and, as yet, so little understood phase 
of life, our recreation? If there is one 
thing msre than another to be encou- 


raged in summer, it is reasonable recre- | 


ation; that exercise between body and 
mind which brings about harmony 
between both ; that periodical abstain- 
ing from incessant labor which renders 
us fresher for it; that intercourse with 
beautiful Mother Earth which leads us 
to value natural aspirations. | 
Never pass a day in summer without 
some calm half-hour for quiet and enjoy- 
ment; life has only so many years, and 
during their space we should live, not 
vegetate. The time will come when 
Sanitary measures and means for enjoy- 
ing a higher phase of life will be thought

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A Desperado’s Triple Murder. 

A correspondent of the Denver (Col.) 
Hepublican tells how “ Billy the Kid,” a 
notorious desperado, killed three cow- 
boys in Lincoln county, New Mexicoe 
The escaped desperado, says the corre- 
spondent, rode up to a cow camp of

man, in the Panhandle, in which there 
were four cowboys. Three of these were 
seated around a fire cooking supper, 
while the fourth, Bennett Howell, was 
hobbling his horse, about twenty yards 
from the fire. Riding up to the latter, 
“ Kid ” inquired: “ Are you working for 

old John Chisum ?” | 

** Yes,” was the reply. 

** Then here’s your pay,” a bullet from 
the ‘‘ Kid’s ” pistol piercing his brain at 
the same time. Seeing the murder of 
their comrade the other cowboys sprang ' 


to their feet, but before they could draw 


their six-shvoters, that of the killer had 
exploded twice again, and two more of 
the cowboys fell. Pulling down on the — 
one remaining, the murderer shouted: 
“Holdup!” The command was promptly 
obeyed. ‘‘Now,” continued Billy, “I 
want you to take a message to old John 
Chisum forme. Tell him that during 
the war he promised to pay me five dol- 
lars a day for fighting forhim. {fought 
for him and never got acent. NowTin- 
tend to kill his men wherever I meet 
them, giving him credit for five dollars 
every time I drop one, until the debt ig 
squared, or, if I happen to meet him þe- 
fore, PU kill him and call the whole ac- 
count settled.

It seems to 
be generally thought in this county 
that Billy is hiding at the present time 
somewhere between this place and 
Puerto de Luna, watching the move- 
ments of Pat Garrett, who, it is said, ig 
about the only man in the county with 
nerve enough to follow him alone—and 
waiting his opportunity to get in a 
blow at his real or supposed enemies. 
This makes sixteen men that are known 
to have died at the hands of the “ Kid.” 

Chisum, it will be remembered, was 
the leader of one of the sides in the 
bloody war between the Lincoln county 
cattle men in 1878. When this troubla 
broke out Chisum hired the ‘“‘ Kid” ag 
a sort of lieutenant, promising to pay 
him $5 a day, as stated. The “Kid” 
did valiant work, if you could denoms 
inate success as a murderer by such a 
term, killing several men, it is claimed, ” 
on the opposite side. 


The Mustang of Australia. 


The mustang of the American conti- | 
nent has itscounterpart in the ‘‘brum- 
bie” of Australia, large herds of which 
exist in the interior parts.of Queensland 
and NewSouth Wales. These animals - 
are so numerous that they have often 
been destroyed and boiled down for the 
sake of their tallow and hides; and in .

necessary as the destruction of kangaroos 
or rabbits. The sport of capturing and 
taming these animals, however, has 
attracted a good many adventurous 
spirits, who adopt tactics somewhat simi- 
lar to those adopted by the inhabitants 
of Mexico and South America. The 
hardiness and size and strength of these 
brumbies are remarkable, and when 
trained they are of considerable value. 
Their progeny, when crossed with Euro- 
pean horses, possess excellent qualities. 
It is recorded that in one year no lesg 
than seven thousand wild horses have 
been shot on a single station in New 
South Wales.
